Constitution 


Article 1. The name of this Association shall be the LEB- 
ANON BAP LIST ASSOCIATION, 

Art. 2. The officers of this Association shall be a Moderator, 
and a clerk wio shall also be ex-officio Treasurer. They shall be 
elected annualiy by ballot and hold their offices until their suc- 
cessors are elected, . 

Art. 3. The object of this association shall be the promotion 
ot the Redeemer's kingdom by the concentration of Christian 
labor, inculcztion of Bible truth, and the cultivation of friendly 
i, tercourse among the churches. ; 

Art, 4. Ifembers of the Association shall be composed of mes- 
sengers w.10 shall produce evidence of their appointment by the 
churches which they propose to represent, before being entitled 
to seats, 

‘Art. 5. Each church belonging to the Association shall be 
entitled to two delegates unfil its membership shall exceed ffty, 
and one additional delegate for each additional fifty or fractional 
part thereof, provided, that ministers who are members of such 
churches , but supply other pulpits may be appointed as addi- 
tional dela ‘2s to the regular quota. 

Art. 6. This Association shall only have the power of. an 
advisory council and ‘shall in no wise infringe upon the rights or 
independen:s of the churches. ; 


Art. 7. No queries shajl be considered by the Asso:‘ition un. © 


less regularly sent up through the churches, and such \u>r‘es 
shall embr«ce ¢1 ly queseions of doctrine. 

Art. 8. The Association shalk meet annually as may be 
agreed upon, and after enrolling the names of the delegates, pro- 
ceed by balloz to the election of a Moderator, and a Clerk who 
shall be ex-officio Treasurer of the Association. 

Art. 9. The duties of the various officers of the Association 
shall be simila> to those of all deliberative bodies, and Mell’s Par- 
Vamentary Manual shall be the basis of all decisions of order. 

Art. 10. Churches holding the Articles of Faith adopted by 
this body, may become members of this Association by a unant. 
mous vote, and letters of dismission may be obtained without 
assigning a :eason therefor, by the concurrence of .a majority 
present, while the Association retains the right of withdrawing 
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from such churches as it shall deem herterodox or disorderly. 


Art. 11. This Constitution may be alte or amended at any 
annual meeting of the association by a thre fourth vote of the 
delegates present. 
ARTICLES OF FAITH. 

1. WE betieve in one God, the Father, the Son, and the Holy 
Ghost—equal in power and Glory. 

2. We believe that the scriptures of the Old Testament and 
the New were written by the inspiration of God, and are the only 
rule of faith and practice. | I: 

3. We believe in the doctrine of original ‘sin, of total depravt- 
ty, and mane inability to restore himself to the favor of God. 

4. We believe that God c his people, in Christ, before 
the foundation of the world, and that they ate kept by the power 
of God through faith unto a salvation ready to be revealed in 
the last time. 

5. We believe that sinners are justified in the sight of God 
only by the !mputed righteousness of Christ. 

6. We believe that the Gospel is God's. appointed means of 
calling sinners to the knowledge ef the truth; and as he has com 
manded it to be preached to every creature, all are required to 
obey. + 

1. We believe that good works are the fruits of faith, and the 
only evidence of justification; and that all believers will abound 
therein from a principal of love} 

8. We believe in the resurrection of the (lead, the just and the 
unjust, and the general ju ent, and that the joys of the 
righteous aad the punishment of. the wicked: will be eternal. 

9. We believe that a visible church of Christ is composed of 
baptized believers only, who have covenanted to keep up a dis- 
cipline agreeable to the rules of the New Testament Scriptures. 

10. We believe that Jesus Christ is the only lawgiver of his 
church and that the government is with the church, each member 
having equal -ights therein. . 

11. We believe that Baptism and the Lords Supper are the 
only ordinances of the church, and are to be contiaued until the 
second coming of our Lord Jesus Christ. , 

12. We believe that immers: only is Baptism, and can be 
administered only by those duly authorized by the church, and 
that only believers in Christ are the proper subjects of the or- 
dinance. Si ate be | 

13, We believe that regular Baptized believers only have a 
right to partake of the Lord's Supper. 
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14. We belleve that the churches compose Christ's visible 
kingdom on the earth, and they are independent of each other; 
choosing their own bishops, and other executive officers, none of 
whom may lord it over God's heritage. 


Rules of Decorum 


1. All meetings of the Aseociation shall be opened with prayer 
and closed with prayer or benedieion. 

2. The firsc crder of business shal) be the calling of the rol of 
the churches comprising the same and the enrollment of delegates 
representing them. 

3. No delegaies ean be enrolled until they furnish evidence in 
writing from the church which they propose to represent, which 
evidence shall be submitted to the clerk. 

4. No business shall be discussed by the body unless it shall 
have been brought up before it by a motion sustained by a 
second, 

5. No meanber shall be allowed to speak but once on the same 
subject, exeept by permission. 

6. The Moderator may correct any speakér for misquotation, 
persona] reflection, or indiscreet language. 

7. Any|/ member feeling himself aggrieved by the ruling of the 
Moderator may appeal to the Association, when, if it be sustained 
by a two-thirds vote, the Moderator's ruling shall be reversed. 

8. All] members shall use the term “Brother,” when address- 
ing or speaking of each other; and any one failing to observe this 
rule subjects himself to a reprimand by the Moderator. — 

$. Any or ail of ther ules may be altered or amended a eny 
reculor maeting by a two-thirds majority vote.

The Associction was called to order at 9:15 a. m, by the Mod. 
erator. |Devotiunal service was conducted by Bro. J. L. Finley.

By motion the first half hour was given to the discussion of 
Woman's Work and remining part of the morning session given 
to the jliseussion of Missions and Education. The report on 
Woman's Work was then read. After a discussion by Brethren 
W. K. Red, A. F. Pugh and A, V. Rowe it was adopted. , 

Woman's Work 

From the earliest ages women have been helpers in-religious 
work. In the construction of the tabernacle in the wilderness, it 
is said: And all the women that were wise hearted did spin 
with their hands and brought that which they had spun, both of 
blue*and purple and of scarlet and of fine linen,” ete. Womea 
also ministered of their substance to our Lord during his earthly 
ministry. While the New Testament places certain limitations 
to women’s sphere of work in the churches, yet all through the 
scriptures, her labors of love are recognized and often com- 
mended, We rejoice in the fact that the sisters of our Southern 
Baptist Zion, in all their work have little or no disposition to go 
beyond these God-given limitations, and that they choose to do 
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their work in God's way, |. e., through their respective churches, 
The Woman's Missionary Uni n, auxiliary to to the Southern 
Baptist Convention, was organized about eighteen years ago. 
During these years of ona effort, the contributions have 
reached the sum of $1,286,270.41. The sisters of our state raised 
last year for all purposes $14,593.37. But thgse amounts, large as 
they are, cau only represent in part the loving service and joy- 
ful sacrifices that are constanfly being made by the sisters for 
our Lord vad his cause. We |would urge that in all efforts to 
raise funds. for our Lord's cauge, such methods only be used as .
